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HORSE DISEASES ARE EVERYBODY’S BUSINESS 


Horse diseases are often the unexpected and unexplainable factor 
between the success and failure of a breeding program. They can 
result in the personal failure of a horseman working towards the de- 
velopment of his farm enterprise, for disease strikes without warning 
and is no respecter of persons or precautions. Sickness will wipe out 
the margin of profit overnight, destroying a stakes mare, a winning 
show horse or a favorite hunter with the same swiftness that an ac- 
cident will break a horse down on the track. Medical science has not 
answered all of the questions nor has it discovered all of the methods 
of prevention and cure, but many minds are working on the problems 
backed by the personal interest and support of individuals as well as 
Associations. 

The best known of these is the Grayson Foundation headed by 
Walter Jeffords that has been financing and guiding laboratory work 
of immense value to horsemen all over the country. The Keeneland 
Foundation financed by the non-profit Keeneland Race track through 
the University of Kentucky is also doing splendid work for which 
horsemen can be grateful. It is not enough just to be grateful, how- 
ever, for this cause of adding to the knowledge of veterinary science 
is as much the concern of every horse owner as it is of the medical 
profession and the Foundations. 


Recently some Kentucky horsemen under the leadership of Dr. 
Charles Hagyard realized the vital need for a guinea pig to help un- 
ravel the deadly virus abortion attacking broodmares. Just a conven- 
tional guinea pig won‘t help very much. This one will cost $60,000 
and takes the form of a farm in Kentucky and some 31 maiden mares. 
Its name is the Equine Virus Abortion Assn. and its purpose is to 
set the stage and provide the setting under which laboratory tech- 
nicians furnished by the Grayson Foundation and the Keeneland 
Foundation working from the University of Kentucky can go test 
mares in the field. 

L. P. Doherty, energetic secretary-treasurer of the virus abortion 
association has been doing yoeman work in canvassing for the funds 
necessary to build up this working laboratory. It is a big job to 
raise $60,000 any time and this time seems about as hard a time as 
any that can be imagined but $60,000, if divided among horsemen with 
a real nest egg at stake, is a very small item when compared with the 
investment in stallions, mares and racing stock. Mr. Doherty says 
half of his goal has been reached after a drive which has included 
trips to all of the states involved. 

Horsemen do not perhaps realize the deadly nature of this virus 
abortion nor the extent to which it can penetrate a horse community. 
This past year it has been definitely identified in Virginia, Maryland, 
New Jersey, Ohio and California, as well as in Kentucky. Due to the 
heavy concentraton of breeding farms in and around Lexington and 
the immense size of the Kentucky Thoroughbred interests, the disease 
is more noticeable there than anywhere else, the virus has struck 24 
farms in the Lexington area and three in Louisville. It is compara- 
tively just as bad in the other states mentioned. In Pennsylvania 
4 years ago horsemen remember the epidemic that struck the Han- 
over Shoe Farms which destroyed 57 out of a total of 87 foals. One 
wonders whether this could happen here or anywhere else and the 
answer is most emphatically yes. 

The program of the Equine Virus Abortion Association is to in- 
noculate the band of maiden mares with a vaccine at various stages 
of their pregnancy. Unless a comparatively large number of mares 
are used insufficient facts will be gained to make the vaccine tests 
useful in a relatively short space of time. This association is not 
sounding tocsin of wild alarm in an attempt to panic horsemen. The 
disease is probably no worse than it has been in past years, hut with 
the wide areas which mares are now sent for breeding purposes, if not 
checked, it could strike in one area one week and be carried clear 
across the country the next week to break out in a farm completely 
free of the disease. A vaccine if and when it is developed is an insur- 
ance that every horseman with a broodmare on his farm could well 
afford to pay. If every horseman, as many have done, sent $10.00 to 
the Virus Abortion Association at Lexington for every broodmare 
they owned, it would sure help a great cause.

Leading 2-Year-Olds By Polynesian Lend South 


Pacific Atmosphere To Juvenile Division

The Memorial Day crowd at Bel- 
mont was a little disappointing, but 
this was partly because of weather, 
and partly because the advance fig- 
uring wasn’t good. The weather, 
as it turned out, was moderately de- 
cent, but that’s not the way it look- 
ed in the morning, when most peo- 
ple make up their minds. 

Last year Memorial Day fell on a 
Wednesday, and there were 53,824 
immortal souls at Belmont. This 
year it was on a Friday, and the 
figure was 51,337. It seems to fig- 
ure out like this: last year the cus- 
tomers had the day off and had to 
go back to work on Thursday and 
Friday, so they couldn’t get far. 
This year they had Friday, Saturday, 
and Sunday together, and nothing 
equals a New Yorker’s fierce pride 
in being a New Yorker except his de- 
sire to get out of New York over a 
week-end. On the same day, for in- 
stance, the Yankee Stadium played 
to 30,005, reported as one of the 
smallest holiday crowds in the Stad- 
ium’s history. 


This point is being somewhat 
labored here, because some book- 
making interests attempted to in- 


terpret the iowered attendance to a 
“lack of interest’ in racing, engend- 
ered by the partial elimination of 
bookmakers and the publications on 
which they thrive, and which thrive 
on them. Overlooked in this reason- 
ing was the brighter note that this 
year’s Memorial -Day crowd bet $3, 
954,144 while last year’s gathering 
wagered $3,478,034. Not to go into 
any further details, Belmont is well 
ahead of last year, and everybody 
on the legal side of the game is 
quite content. Any squeals you 
hear come from the other side of 
the railroad tracks. 

The Suburban, pearl of American 
handicaps, didn’t exactly look like 
it had a million dollar field, but in- 
vestigation ._proved it had. The ten 
horses which contested it had won 
$1,617,812.50 going into it, and of 
course added nearly $60,000 to this 
total. 

In this connection, there is a 
minor discrepancy in the way in 
which racing statistics are kept. The 
$41,900 which One Hitter got for 
winning is net, as far as the race 
track is concerned, in that entry 
and starting fee are deducted. The 


$10,000 in second money which went 
to Charfran Stable’s Crafty Admiral 
is not net; for the $100 entry fee 
and the $500 entry fee are not de- 
ducted. Actually Charfran Stable 
won $9,400 on the race. It’s not an 
important point, of course, but it’s 
an inconsistency. Greentree’s check 
will be for $42,500, but One Hitter 
will not be credited with that 
amount. 

He can, however, be credited with 
a long game stretch drive. Crafty 
Admiral stole off to what seemed, as 
he turned into the stretch, an insur- 
mountable lead. One Hitter had 
six lengths to make up at the top of 
the stretch, and at the furlong-pole 
he still had four. He got up, by a 
neck, in the last three or four 
strides. Mameluke, which was third, 
and Kiss Me Kate, which was fourth, 
came from even farther back. 


One Hitter, a son of Shut, Out 
and foaled at Greentree on March 
27, 1946, has become quite a horse, 
the Suburban purse putting him well 
over the $200,000 mark. He didn’t 
win a stakes until he was four, tho- 
ugh he placed in some at two and 
three. Now he has won eight, count- 
ing the Pimlico Futurity of 1950, 
which technically isn’t a stakes. He 
ran in the Suburban last year too, 
and finished sixth. Busanda, which 
won last year, was ninth this time. 

The race was also notable in that 
it was the first time George Wide- 
ner’s Battlefield has been out of the 
money in his 28 starts. Arcaro said 
afterwards the colt simply pinned 
his ear back and wouldn’t run. He 


had shown some evidence of tem- 
perament last year, causing Bert 
Mulholland to take him back to Er- 
deheim and turn him out for a 
while, and apparently his disposi- 
tion, as it seems to do both with 
horses and people, is growing worse 
with age. 


The Peter Pan, which played to 
35,479 customers—there were 32, 
493 out on the first Saturday after 
Memorial Day last year, which catch- 
es the track up on the two days com- 
bined—was hailed as a “horse for 
courses” event, and no doubt it was. 


Armageddon has won three stakes 
in his two years of racing, all at 
Belmont, and except for the first 


furlong of the Peter Pan, over ex- 
actly the same part of it. 

But it was a remarkable race, 
apart from that, Armageddon, from 
Harry Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy 
Stable, yoked Belair’s Golden Gloves 
at the beginning, and they went a 
quarter in :22 2-5, which is no way 
to win at nine furlongs. Then they 
put in the half in :44 4-5, which you 
don’t figure, either. Armageddon 
dropped back a little—Ray York 
said he wanted to get outside Golden 
Gloves because of Armageddon’s 
blind left eye—and the time for the 
six furlongs, 1:09 2-5 belonged to 
Golden Gloves. But Armageddon 
had gone to him, and in fact was 
drawing away, after a mile in 1:35 
3-5, and he finished out the course 
in 1:48 3-5, which missed Counter- 
point’s track record by only four-

Hunter Prospect Turns Out As Fine Producer 
Of Runners For Windmill Hill Farm

About 6 years ago, a prominent 
horseman heard of a 5-year-old mare 
and a 7-year-old gelding that could 
be bought for a very normal sum. 
On arrival at the farm of Walter 
Simpson near Taneytown, Maryland, 
the prospective buyer was taken 
down in the meadow to the banks of 
the Monocacy River, which at that 
point was both too wide to jump and 
to deep to wade, where Mr. Simpson 
pointed to the distant horses and 
said, ‘““‘There they are’’. 

From this point on the river’s edge, 
three horses could be made out, 
two chestnuts and one brown, feed- 
ing near the far end of the meadow. 
The owner went on to explain that 
they were all Thoroughbreds with 
papers, and that the dark one was 
the gelding Broomilted, by Bromoney 
and the smaller of the two chestnuts 
was the mare Gay Jilted, by *Lance- 
gaye, and the other chestnut was 
their dam, Jilted. The gelding had 
been broken to saddle, but the young 
mare had never been away from 
her dam. 


As was stated before, the owner 
was not asking but a small sum for 
the two, and so, with doubts aplenty, 
the horseman closed the deal on the 
banks of the Monocacy—then eager- 
ly awaited their arrival at his farm 
to see just what he had brought. In 
order to insure safe delivery the 
owner said that he would be glad 
to send along the old mare to keep 
the ‘“‘youngsters’’ quiet. 

In due course, the two arrived 
and the new owner was on hand to 
get the first look at his purchases, 
but the fun began when the old mare 
was taken away, you never heard 
so much noise. 

Broomilted was started along the 
road to becoming a hunter, and 
several weeks after the two had ar- 
rived, Peter Jay, who was looking 
for a hunter prospect came to look 
at them. He said that he was looking 
for a horse which hadn’t been work- 
ed with. Well the young mare cert- 
ainly filled that bill in every re- 
spect, was of decent conformation, at 
a reasonable price, so Mr. Jay bou- 


ght Gay Jilted. 

Once more came time for a van 
ride and the Harr lines were con- 
tacted, with no particular malice 
aforethought. The gelding was used 
as a decoy, and the young mare fol- 
lowed him into the van willingly. 
But when he was led out, she pro- 
tested violently, but the van men 
were quick to get under way. The 
further they went, the more violent 
she became. 

Finally in desperation they de- 
cided that it had to be the van or 
the mare, so 20 miles from home at 
the Green Spring Valley Hunt Club 
she was unloaded. Then a hasty 
call was put in to the mare’s former- 
owner, and his advice was solicited. 


A short time later, the former 
owner arrived on the scene, survey- 
ed the battered van, and the mare, 
and said that he’d ride with her, if 
they could get her loaded again. 
After many attempts, the loading 
was accomplished and the van, much 
the worse for wear, started off. 

Once under way, the mare threw 
a fit and down she went, at which 
point, the former owner quickly sat 
himself down on her head, and rode 
there until they arrived at the Jay’s 
Windmill Hill Farm. Miraculously 
the mare did herself no permanent 
injury. ‘ 

Peter Jay tried to break the mare 
into the ways of a hunter, but to 
use his own words, ‘‘when she want- 
ed to, she could disappear from un- 
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SALONGA ($7,100), among others.

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der me like a cat. When she went 
a little sore, [ grabbed the excuse 
to breed her.” 

Unlike a lot of ‘‘hunter’’ brood- 
mares, Gay Jilted has proven her- 
self a fine producer, and this year 
her bay colt by Occupy is the pride of 
the farm. No wonder, since Occupy 
hasn’t hurt his sales ring stock a 
bit by siring the National Stallion 
Stakes winner, Home-Made, and the 
Betsy Ross victor, Cinda. 

Gay Jilted’s first foal is the Loch- 
invar brown colt Ignition, which is 
now 4. To date, he is a winner of 
over $29,000 and in his first start 
this year, he made the mistake of 
entering the Hialeah Inaugural 
Handicap against Spartan Valor, a 
practice that many top horses have 
found unprofitable, and wound up 
6th, after being prominent early, 
But behind him were such horses as 
Delegate, Atalanta, Bold, Eatontown, 
and Liberty Rab. Five days later, 
Ignition was back, and in a 6 fur- 
long dash he trounced Dictionary, 
Yildiz and others. 

Gay Jilted’s 2nd foal is the New 
World chestnut colt, Our World, 
which has won over $10,000 at 2 
and 3. Her foal of 1950 is by the 
Man o’War stallion, Drum Major, 
and is the non-starter Gay Drummer. 
Gay Jilted is being sent to the Aus- 
tralian import Beau Gem, which is 
standing his first season in this 
country at Kentmere Farm, Virginia. 

After looking over the records of 
her first two foals, anyone would 
say that it’s a good thing she didn’t 
take to hunting. Pedigree-wise, she 
is by *Lancegaye, out of the *Snob 
II mare, Jilted, which was a winner 
at 3 and up to 7, and is a half-sister 
to the stakes placing Rebel Yell. 
The 2nd dam Rejected was a win- 
ner of the Canarsie Stakes, and is 
from the immediate family of the 


stakes winners Sweep All (sire), 
Lucile, and Bo McMillan (sire). 
*Lancegaye, by Swynford—Flying 


Spear, by Spearmint, arrived in this 
country the same year that his most 
successful son, Cavalcade, was the 
“talk of the turf’. He was imported 
by Mrs. duPont Scott and stood at 
her Montpelier Stud, until a broken 
shoulder necessitated his destruc- 
tion. 

Windmill Hill Farm has booked 
the maiden mare Lolling to Prince 
Simon, (*Princequilloo—Dancing 
Dora, by *Sir Gallahad III), the best 
3-year-old colt of 1950 in England, 
and an all-time tough luck horse. 

Lolling is an 8-year-old bay mare 
by Johnstown, out of the *St. Ger- 
man’s mare Easy Day. Easy Day 
brings to mind the “could but 
wouldn’t” horse, Big Stretch, which 
despite himself accounted for the 
Pimlico Futurity, Breeders’ Futur- 
ity, and the Sanford Stakes. 

Easy Day also produced Day Off, 
winner of the Louisana Derby, and 
the winners Market Day, Day Dod- 
ger, Columbus Day, and _ Lolling. 
Lolling was a winner of over $45, 
000 racing at 2 on through 7. 

At the Maryland Fall sales of 
1951, Mr. Jay gave $1,100 for Estate 
the dark bay daughter of Hollywood 
—Heritage, by *Pharamond II. This

The Mast Displays Both Speed and Jumping 
Ability In Winning Meadow Brook

Running and jumping in near-per- 
fect style, Mrs. duPont Weir’s The 
Mast, captured the 37th Meadow 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap on 
Thursday, May 29th. Ridden by 
Paddy Smithwick and carrying 146 
lbs., The Mast reached the end of the 
2 1-2 miles journey in 4:43 1-5, se- 
cond best time for the stake in all 
its runnings, and fast time for the 
distance under any conditions. 

Considered an upset by those who 
judge such things by the price, (The 
Mast was 8 1-2 to 1), the Weir color- 
bearer displayed the same brand of 
speed between his fences as he had 
in the Appleton earlier in the meet- 
ing, but by contrast, his fencing: in 
the Meadow Brook was a big im- 
provement. 

Eight horses paraded postward in 
the Meadow Brook, 4 of them win- 
ners of their last start, and 3 of the 
remainder had been either 2nd or 
3rd in their last races. Gotten off 
to an almost perfect start, the field 
curved around the upper turn and in- 
to the backstretch with Lone Fisher- 
man and Navy Gun on the front end. 
The field ran closely grouped down 
the far side, with *Titien 2nd taking 
Navy Gun’s place nearing the far 
turn. _ 

Around the lower turn, *Titien 
2nd vied with *Fracas for the lead 
despite an almost strangle hold by 
his rider Evan Jackson. Succeeding 
in restraining the French-bred as 
the field entered the stretch the 
first time, *Titien 2nd dropped back 
to 4th place, while Jam, top-weight 
of the field, after a: bad one at the 
first jump, ranged up with *Fracas 
to force the pace. 

Rounding the clubhouse turn for 
the 2nd time, both Lone Fisherman 
and *Spleen were through, but of 
the remaining 6 it was still any- 
body’s race. Midway down the far 
side, *Fracas still clung to the lead 
bv a narrow margin, Jam was next, 
while several lenths back, Navy Gun 
was running well in 3rd place, then 
The Mast and *Titien 2nd, both in 
a contending position. 

His Boots, 1949 Grand National 
‘inner, and jumper of his year, was 
pore a length further back, but 
showing nothing of the sparkle of 
his 4-year-old form. Going to the 
next jump, *Fracas gave signs of 
tiring as The Mast ranged up with 
Navy Gun, and then as a team these 
two moved on Jam. At the jump on 
the lower turn, Jam put in a bad 
one and both Navy Gun and The 
Mask went by him. 

Rounding into the stretch Navy 
Jun had the lead, but The Mast 
was not to be denied. Smithwick 
caljed on the 5-year-old son of An- 
napolis—Claddagh, by *Alcazar, and 
he responded nicely to take the lead 
going to the last jump. At this 
jump, which had been his downfall 
in the Appleton, The Mast failed to 
fence cleanly, and momentarily Navy 
Jun gained on him, but recovering 
quickly, Smithwick sat down and 
rode him hard to the wire where 
his margin was 2 1-2 lengths. 

Navy Gun. conceding two pounds 
to the winner, was easily 2nd best, 
while it was 15 lengths back to *Tit- 
ien 2nd, who finished 3rd another 
6 lengths in front of *Fracas. His 
Boots. while not a serious contender 
in the last half mile, did run over 
Jam in the closing strides to place 
5th. 

‘the Mast’s only previous win in a 
stakes was the Tom Roby at Dela- 
ware Park last year. He is trained 
bv James E. Ryan, and was bred by 
Mrs. Ryan :

Half a length further back, Joseph 
Brant with the redoubtable Dooley 
Adams in the saddle loomed up a 
dangerous factor in the last quar- 
ter, after having run close to the 
pace all the way, but finding the in- 
side blocked, Adams had to come 
around the outside and held off 
*Salesmaker, which make a deter- 
mined bid for the main prize, but 
finishing a head behind Joseph 
Brant. 


The next day, Tuesday, Bobby 
Davis sent out Allison Stern’s Eng- 
lish import, Solar Count to easily 
account for a claiming hurdle. Evan 
Jackson, in the saddle chalked up 
his 10th winner in the process and 
lost his ‘“‘bug’’, Four and a half 
lengths back, Fiddler’s Choice ran 
a nice race to be 2nd a neck in front 
of Low Flyer. Five lengths further 
back, Trout Brook nosed out *Golden 
Boy 2nd, for the minor money 
award. 

The following day, a 2 mile ste- 
eplechase designed for non-winners 
of a $1,000 race over brush saw the 
4-year-old Hunting Fox break his 
maiden with a length score at the 
expense of the French-bred Monta- 
det. Uncle Joe was 6 lengths further 
back, and reputedly broke down in 
the running, while Rokeby Stable’s 
Gentle Star, the favorite, could do 
no better than 4th after setting the 
pace for most of the way. 


Courtney Burton owner of Hunt- 
ing Fox, was on hand to see his 
horse win, although he had a few 
minutes of suspense after the fin- 
ish when the Stewards put up the 
claim sign and viewed the race on 
film. They left it stand as there was 
no apparent reason to do otherwise. 


Hunting Fox, a 4-year-old gelded 
son of Best Seller out of Harpen 
Belle by *Harpanden turned in the 
2 miles in an ordinary 3:50 2-5, but 
somehow gave the impression that 
here was a horse that may develop 
into one of the better kind. Melvin 
Ferral, his rider, restrained the Bur- 
ton campaigner off the pace set by 
Gentle Star, asked the question on 
the last turn, and while winning by 
but a length, could have bettered it 
if required. 


Moving into the 5th week of Bel- 
mont, it is this observor’s sad duty 
to report that with few exceptions, 
the young jumpers uncovered so far, 
with few exceptions, seem to lack 
the class which marked the _ in- 
field sport last year. Paradoxically 
enough, many of the “comers” of 
1951 fell by the wayside for one rea- 
son or another, but the fact remains 
that only about half a dozen ’chasers 
may be considered to be of the 
stakes calibre.

Epigram Captures 
93rd Running of 


Queen’s Plate 


~ Broadview 

Once again Canadian Thorough- 
breds raced for the Queen’s Plate on 
May 24 at historic Woodbine Park, 
Toronto, Canada. Started in the reigr 
of Queen Victoria as an incentive 
to Canadian breeders, this was the 
93rd consecutive running of Cana- 
da’s most important race. Known 
as the King’s Plate since 1902, it 
again returned to its original name 
with the ascension to the throne of 
Her Royal Highness Queen Eliza- 
beth. 

Epigram, owned by the Three V’s 
Stable, in which the three Veal bro- 
thers are partners, was the best 
horse over a muddy track to account 
for the richest purse in Canada; its 
estimated value being $21,000. This 
includes 50 guineas, the gift of Her 
Majesty the Queen. 

Twenty-one Canadian-bred 3-year- 
olds went to the post for the big 
race at a distance of 1 mile and a 
furlong. Despite pouring rain, a 
huge crowd attended and the previ- 
ous attendance record on the mem- 
ber’s lawn for Plate Day was sur- 
passed by 2,000. 

There was a long delay at the 
post as the tractors pulling the start- 
ing gate into position got bogged 
down. The situation was not im- 
proved when the favorite, E. P. Tay- 
lor’s Acadian, fell in the gate and 
had to be pulled out from under it. 
Then fearing the weather might ef- 
fect the electric current, it was de- 
cided to make the start with the 
stall gates open and the start proved 
to be a ragged one. 

Blue Wrack, owned by Avesta 
Stable, went to the lead for the first 
half-mile and continued to fight it 
out with Halton Brook Stable’s Tour 
de Force. The latter faded on the 
bottom turn as Genthorn, owned by 
the Four L’s Stable and Garden City 
Stable’s Latin Lad moved up with 
Blue Wrack still hanging on. Then 
a horse was seen to be coming fast 
around the outside of the pack; this 
was Epigram, which on the back 
stretch had only a few horses beaten. 
When he reached Latin Lad, Epi- 
gram bumped him hard, then caught 
Genthorn and won with safety. No 
objection was lodged by the rider on 
Latin Lad as he did not seem in a 
position to improve his place in any 
event and they finished—Epigram, 
Genthorn, Latin Lad and Blue 
Wrack. Running time over the mud- 
dy sloppy track was 1.58 3-5. 

Acadian’s misfortune in falling in 
the gate did not improve his chances.

R. J. Speers is 
the biggest breeder in Canada but 
Kk. P. Taylor is out to catch him and 
has over 40 foals this year.

S. A. Figures given here apply only 
to races in Canada. 

The bloodlines of some of Canada’s 
most successful horses may not be 
familiar to American readers as for 
the most part Canadian horses race 
on Canadian tracks and are from 
Canadian female lines. More and 
more Canadian-bred stallions are 
coming into prominent use. Assum- 
ing that students of bloodlines are 
inclined to discount names_ they 
have never heard of, some of these 
horses with Canadian lineage may 
well be of considerable worth. We 
noted this error on the part of 
American auctioneers at last year’s 
Canadian yearling sales, who passed 
lightly over colts from real produc- 
ing Canadian families.

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Epsom Derby’s 173rd Running 





Brief History and Anecdotes On the 
Most Famous of Horse Races 





Arnold Shrimpton 


They have now been running the 
Epsom Derby since the year of Our 
Lord 1780. If you count on your 
fingers and wiggle your toes, you 
will find that this year’s renewal 
(which was run on May 28th) is 
the 173rd. As may well be expected 
a powerful lot of history and anec- 
dote can accumulate in 173 years— 
particularly with the English who 
are somewhat long on history and 
anecdote. Here, then, are some 
necessarily brief stories about the 
most famous of horse races. 


Although the great event was not 
founded until 1780, there are many 
recorded references to Epsom Downs 
some of them going back as far as 


1621. In that year, Henry Wicker, 
a shepherd, brought to the notice 
of his master, that one particular 


well on the land had specially health 
giving and restorative qualities. The 
Lord of the Manor promptly had the 
well fenced in, built a pavilion and 
called it a Spa. He must have done 
well, for by 1648 the place was an 
accepted resort for the Court of 
Charles I. All the young bucks of 
the period, as well as the gouty and 
infirm ‘‘took the waters’’, and, nat- 
urally, had to have some diversion 


while doing so. One would match 
his horse against another and bet 
fortunes on the result, and soon 


Epsom Downs was as renowned for 
its match races as it was for its 
salt-tasting mineral waters. In 1617 
Samuel Pepys writes of ‘this day 
did attend horse running races on 
ye Downs at Epsom where we did 
see our gracious monarch King Char- 
les II disporting with his favourite, 
Mistress Nell Gwynn’. 


Then Epsom seems to have gone 
through a lean period until the first 
regular meeting were organized in 
1730. The first race was at 11:00 
a. m., and the last was around sun- 
down. Most of them were match 
heats over three and four miles. Pro- 
grams were written in ink on large 
sheets of parchment and the hand- 
writing had all the flourishes and 
squiggles of the day. Some of them 
are vastly amusing, if you can de- 
cipher the flowery language. For 
instance, we see that after an owner 
had paid his three guineas entry fee, 
that he was further assessed the 
sum of “five shillings towards cost 


of repairing ye rails’. As if that 
wasn’t enough, there was another 
additional levy of ‘‘five shillings 
payable to ye Clk. of ye vourse’’. 


Exactly how ‘‘ye Clk. of ye course”’ 
got in on the act is not explained, 
but the supposition here is that if 
you didn’t come across with the 
sawbuck, you found your horse al- 
located with ‘‘ye top weight’’. Ye 
Clk. of ye Course sounds as if he 
were a full brother to Ye Al Capone. 
Possibly he kept ye sawn-off musket 
under his desk to deal with ye guys 
that didn’t want to play. 


Then, the history of the Derby 
lapses somewhat until 1779, in 
which year, Sir Charles Bunbury, 
while a house guest of the 12th 


Earl of Derby, made the suggestion 
that a race for 3-year-old fillies be 
inaugurated. The idea was mooted 
while at dinner and caught on im- 
mediately. When it came to finding 
a name for the new race, ‘“‘The Oaks” 
was the choice of everyone present, 
because that was the name of Lord 
Derby’s home where they were all 
assembled. 

The following year (1780) Lord 
Derby held another party, and, flush- 
ed with the immediate success of 
The Oaks, Sir Charles put forward 
the idea that another race for both 
3-year-old colts and fillies, over a 
mile, be instituted. This was the 
first Derby and it was to become 
lengthened to its present mile-and- 
a-half, the following year (1781). 
Legend has it that the party was a 
little boisterous, and as an appro- 
priate name could not be decided 
upon, Lord Derby and Sir Charles 
Bunbury agreed to toss a guinea for 
it 3unbury spun the coin and Lord 
Derby called it correctly. Thus, was 
the Derby born. Had Sir Charles 
won, I imagine that it would be ex- 


tremely doubtful if the race could 
have survived 173 years of history. 
“The Epsom Bunbury” (to say noth- 
ing of the Kentucky ditto) sounds 
a little too comical to endure long 
in the minds of men. 


The announcement of the first 
Derby makes an interesting item: 

“Thursday, May 4th, 1780. The 
Derby of 50 guineas each, half for- 
feit for 3-year-old colts 8 stone; and 
fillies 7 stone 11 lbs. One mile (36 
subs.)” 

It was won by Sir Charles Bun- 
bury’s Diomed, who was afterwards 
exported to America. 

Nearly half a century later, in 
1828, the present Epsom Grand 
Stand Asociation was formed, under 
the aegis of one, Charles Bluck, 
who seems to have been quite a slip- 
pery character. A public company 
was formed with an advertised capi- 
tal of T went y-Thousand-Pounds- 
Sterling. Mr. Bluck was later bought 
out and the same company still con- 
trols racing at Epsom Downs today. 
It now owns all the land on which 
the races take place, and as lately 
as 1936 a special Act of Parliament 
was passed, given it clear and abso- 
lute title. It- was called the Epsom 
and Walton Downs Regulation Act 
of 1936. 

But it is those middle Derbies of 
around a hundred years ago that 
catch the eye and imagination. If 
ever you are in London, make a 
point of going to the National Gal- 
lery and take a long look at W. P. 
Frith’s giant canvas entitled, ‘“‘The 
Derby Day’. It was painted in 1852 
and in it the artist has captured the 
spirit of past, present and future. 
The huge crowds; the drinking 
booths; the fortune tellers; the far- 
mer who wants to try his luck with 
the thimble rigger, but is being re- 
strained by his girl; the teen-aged 
kid in a stove pipe hat, who deject- 
edly stands with hands thrust deep 
into his pockets after being fleeced 
of his all; the jugglers in the for- 
ground; the hag with a bottle of 
gin; and the gentry looking on from 
their coaches; all captures the real 
Derby atmosphere, even of today. It 
is true that at modern Derbies you 
need no longer fear being swindled 
and robbed, for, some 500 special 
police are always on duty during 
race week, but the spirit of the vast 
crowd remains the same as when 
Frith depicted it. People go to 
Epsom not so much to see the Derby, 
as to see the sights. Thousands of 
them glimpse no more of the race 
than a bobbing of Jockeys’ caps, 
while literally tens of thousands are 
so far away from the finish that it 
sometimes takes as long as five min- 
utes or so before the result seeps 
back to them. Yet, modernized vers- 
ions of the same sights that thrilled 
their great-grandfathers still hold 
the present Derby day crowds in 
thrall. Bookmakers, tipsters and tic- 
tac men, costermongers, fortune tel- 
lers, strong men and jugglers, swings 
and merry-go-rounds, fat ladies and 
tatooed wonders, ice cream, beer, co- 
coanut-shies, and all the fun o’ the 
fair. If Dad happens to have a 
“couple of bob’ 
ner into the bargain, well, so much 
the better to ‘‘pay the day’s ex’s’’. 
but it’s not important. The big thing 
is to be able to say that you went 
to the Derby and took the kids. It’s 
something to talk about for months 
after, and look forward to again next 
year. 

Now listen to John o’ Gaunt, who 
was the Joe Palmer of his day, de- 
scribe the Epsom scene of Hermit’s 
Derby, in 1867: 

“What motley crowds 
gathered. Thousands; 


are here 
tens of thous- 
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ands; aye, even hundreds of thous- 
ands. Carriages and castes of all 
plebeian vans and donkey barrows— 
high folk, low folk, good folk and 
bad folk, together with a goodly 
sprinkling of ‘“‘gents’’, who are dregs 
and dread of all folk. Ag I am a 
poor sinner! Look at that fellow 
yonder, without shirt, nose or hair, 
washing down a tender pullet twing 
with a goblet of sparkling Moselle.” 


The same panorama of vast crowds 
enjoying a carefree holiday, can still 
be seen today, and will forever be 
‘the spirit of Epsom Downs Derby 
without end. 

This year the famous race was 
won by Tulyar, ridden by that great 
saddle artist, Charlie Smirke, who 
has now chalked up three wins in 
the classic of turfdom. The winner 
is a brown colt by Tehran, out of 
Neocracy, she by Nearco. He is bred 


and owned by the father-and-son 
partnership of the Aga Khan and 
Prince Aly Khan, and trained by 


Marcus Marsh of Newmarket. This 
marks the fifth time that The Aga 
Khan has won the Derby within the 
last 23 years. His previous success- 
es were with *Blenheim II (1930), 
*Bahram (1935), *Mahmoud (1936) 
and My Love (1948). The portly 
potentate is now in his 76th year and 
there has recently been persistent 
reports of his ill health. 

I saw Tulyar shortly after he was 
foaled in 1949. He was a May foal, 
which, in England, is not the dis- 
advantage that it is considered to 
be here in America. As I remember 


him, he was a nicely put together 
colt without being impressive in 


any particular feature. Advice from 


Newmarket tells me that he now 
stands 15-2 1-2, has excellent legs 
and feet and a good sensible head 


betokening intelligence and courage. 
He is what the English call “‘A good 
honest horse’. Prior to his Derby 
win he had started only twice this 
season, to win both races. Last year, 
as a 2-year-old, he ran 6 times, for 
2 wins, 1 2nd, 1 3rd and twice un- 
placed. Two weeks before the Der- 
by he was at 25-1; on the evening 
before the race he was at 12-1, and 
just before the start, someone in the 
know, dumped The Bank of Eng- 
land on him to send him off clear 
favorite at 514-1. He came with 
one long paralyzing run after round- 
ing Tattenham Corner, and won 
cleverly by 3-4 of a length from Gay 
Time and Faubourg II. The time 
was 2:36 2-5. Thirty-three went to 
the post and an estimated crowd of 


half-a-million saw what they could 
of the race. The French staged a 


second Norman invasion by starting 
no less than eight horses, but they 
were forced to be content with 3rd 
money. 

Tuyar’s sire, Tehran is one of 
those good horses that had the mis- 
fortune to be foaled in England dur- 
ing the war and consequently receiv- 
ed very little chance to show his 
proper merit. Bred by the Aly Khan, 
he was twice unplaced at two (1943) 
but in his 8rd season he won 3 good 
stakes, including a wartime St. Le- 
ger, and was only beaten a neck by 
Ocean Swell in the New Derby of 
1944. As a 4-year-old he won, con- 
secutively, The Linton Stakes (1 
mile 3 furlongs); Thorney Stakes 
(1 3-4 miles); and the Fen Ditton 
Stakes (2 miles). He was again 2nd 
to Ocean Swell in the Ascot Gold 
Cup (2 1-2 miles). Tehran was then 
syndicated and retired to stud in 
1946, and from his first crop came 
the stakes winners, Tabriz, But 
Beautiful, and Persian Maid. He 
stands at Barton Stud, Bury St. Ed- 
funds, Suffolk. He is by Bois Rous- 
sel (the Derby winner of 1938) who 
was by Vatout out of Plucky Leige. 
On the bottom line Tehran is out of 
Stafaralla (one of the Aga Khan’s 
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money-winning horse, Citation (first 
and only horse to win over a million 
dollars); the leading money-winning 
gelding Armed; and the leading 
money-winning mare Bewitch. At 
the end of 1951 he led the list of 
sires of winners of $100,000 or more 
in America, with 11, and by the time 
1952 rolls around he will have add- 
ed several more to that roster. 


The casual observer will always 
come up with the retort that almost 
any good horse given the kind of 
mares he has had sent his court, plus 
having one of the country’s best 
trainers and best managed farms for 
his get, would be a success. But 
there have heen many cases of top 
notch racers with first class pedi- 
grees, which have had the best mares 
available and still ended up dismal 
failures at stud. 


The fact still remains that never 
in the history of racing and breeding 
has a stallion achieved the success 
that Bull Lea has. Not even the most 
astute breeders, taking into consid- 
eration his racing record, pedigree 
and whatever else he had to offer, 
would have dreamed that he would 
sire all the champions which he has, 
even if all the best mares in the 
world were screened and only the 
very best sent to his court. 

When you roll such names off 
your tongue as Citation, Armed, Be- 
witch, Next Move, Faultless, Twilight 
Tear, Two Tea, Good Blood, Alerted, 
Towsy, Hill Gail, Real Delight, and 
a host of others, you can’t help be- 
coming fascinated and intrigued by 
the ‘‘inexact science’”’ of breeding and 
eugenics. There are still many sec- 
rets that mother nature has not re- 
vealed to mere mortals. What makes 
one stallion with the best court of 
mares a failure, and another a suc- 
cess is still a mystery. 

Bull Lea’s fabulous success adds a 
chapter to the saga of breeding which 
confounds and awes even the ex- 
perts. And for the brown son of *Bull 
Dog—Rose Leaves, by Ballot, the 
chapter still isn’t complete. 





flying fillies) by Solario, out of Mira- 
wala. In spite of having three Der- 
by winners in his immediate pedi- 
gree, he is not particularly consider- 
ed to be a sire of stayers. Tulyar 
must be the best colt he has got to 
date. On the distaff side, the dam 
of this year’s Derby winner is the 
Neareo mare, Neocracy, who was a 
fine 2-year-old stakes winner at both 
Epsom and Ascot. She did little in 
her following year and was retired 
thereafter. An interesting sidelight 
on Tulyar is that both his owners 
had asked the trainer to take the 
horse out of the race because of the 
granite hard going, but Marcus pre- 
vailed upon them to keep him in. 
In England an owner is permitted 
to pay the bills and have an opinion 
—nothing much more, which is as it 
should be. 

Thus, for another year ends the 
Epsom Derby, but you can rely on 
it being there again in 1953. Only 
two people in history have ever been 
able to disrupt it. One was Kaiser 
Wilhelm II and the other was Adolf 
Hitler, and look what happened to 
them. If Uncle Joe wants to start 
anyihing, he can’t say I didn’t warn 
him. 
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Many horse show followers are 
becoming more and tore “Olympic 
Games” conscious since their partici- 
pation in the fund drive and obtain- 
ing horses made possible the repre- 
sentation of the United States in this 
year’s Olympic Games at Helsinki. 
California goes ahead with specific 
Olympic Games tests and a recent 
one was held at Concori. When the 
tesis were completed, a 16-year-old 
young lady had garnered individual 
honors. 

Miss Sandra Logue rode her Car- 
ousel Clown and in the team events, 
her Carousel team won the stadium 
jumping and cross country phase. 
For herself, Miss Logue won the in- 
dividual Olympic stadium jumping 
and continued in the comeptition in 
the hunter trials. Only two seconds 
won for her Carousel team over Los 
Angeles in the Olympic cross coun- 
try. Each team scored 1770 points. 
The Carousel team of Carousel 
Clown, Miss Nancy Confer on Sierra 
Sue and Richard Collins on Culpep- 
per finished in 10 minutes 11.7 sec- 
onds against 10 minutes 13.3 seconds 
for the Los Angeles representatives. 

The Los Angeles team, comprised 
of Richard Collins and Mr. and Mrs. 
Egon Merz, defeated the Carousel by 
a single point in the Olympic cham- 
pionship—2649 to 2648 points. This 
was the big prize. It embraced re- 
sults of dressage, won by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Friedlaender, cross country and 
stadium, one of the stiffest tests yet 
offered in the western states. 

There should be plenty of Olympic 
caliber material to be found on the 
Pacific Coast before 1956 rolls 
around. 

The Bridlespur Hunt was founded 
in 1928 and continues to show its 
members good sport during the sea- 
son. However, when the tack is hung 
up in the spring, the members still 
have work to do as they put on a 2- 
day horse show which is sponsored 
for the St. Louis Symphony orches- 
tra. 

This year their show 
successful with the green 


was quite 
hunter 
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division providing the closest com- 
petition. Understudy, a 3-year-old 
brown gelding owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Andrew Shinkle, and Party Time, 
belonging to Evenbob Farms, tied 
in points and the judges’ based their 
decision on conformation. They sel- 
ected Understudy as the champion. 

The Shinkles didn’t have too much 
trouble in the conformation ranks 
as their big chestnut gelding, Rifra- 
frus assumed a commanding lead and 
their 5-year-old chestnut gelding, 
Seveven, accounted for the reserve 
spot. 

A hunting hunter took over the 
working hunter division. Bradley, 
which has been owned and hunted 
by Robert Peggs, was purchased 
during the show by Miss Joan Hil- 
mer and proved to be a good buy as 
he garnered the tri-color ahead of 
Miss Nancy Aitken’s Over Again. 

One riding instructor who didn’t 
have to take a back seat was Miss 
Lilla Phillips who rode Stephens Col- 
lege’s Live Wire. Miss Phillips hand- 
led the horse well and was champion 
open jumper over the Bitler-Bunting 
Stables’ Hi-Way 40, ridden by Mrs. 
Carol Durand. 

Sometimes a small 1-day show will 
have a more impressive entry list 
than some of the larger shows, at- 
tracting horses which are scheduled 
to go on to the major circuits. This 
happened this year at the Loudoun 
Hunt Horse Show. Adventure, Mrs. 
E. Cooper Person’s 1951 conforma- 
tion hunter, added another tri-color 
to his collection in this division, pbe- 
ing pinned ahead of Miss Jean Coch- 
ran’s many times champion, Naute 
Mia. 

Every year the Loudoun show 
puts on a local class for horses that 
have been hunted regularly with the 
Loudoun Hunt. This year’s winner 
was Miss Nancy Orme’s pony, Brown- 
nie, ridden by Miss Barbara Graham. 
Shows which make the effort to have 
local classes always find that inter- 
est runs high in such events and the 
competition is really keen. 

Chicago’s first outdoor show was 
held at Stanley Luke’s Farm. Get- 
ting the horses out of the indoor 
arenas always is a sure sign of spring 
and also means that the official show 
season is on its way. This show had 
the Morgan Park Military Academy’s 
mounted troop present the colors at 
the opening and then listed a jump- 
ing class for cadets only. Working 
hunters had quite an outside course 
to navigate and the Fox Hunting 
class was perhaps the most difficult 
to judge. The judges finally mount- 
ed several of the horses and hacked 
them before making their decision. 

Dressage was given a spot in this 
show as Mrs. Wasson of Hinsdale 
gave an exhibition which was of 
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great interest to all. 

Entries at the Lance and Bridle 
Club Horse Show are always good 
and at their 14th annual event this 
year, the last class was just about to 
be called off because of darkness. 
However, as long as you have the 
horses there, show them and this is 
what they did. Thomas Gay’s Chilly 
Scotch dominated the hunter ranks 
and was well ridden by Miss Judy 
Harvie. The owner-rider combination 
of Miss Betty Beryl Schenk and Sun 
Hazard occupied the reserve spot. 

The Maricopa County Fair is sche- 
duled over a longer period than any 
show in the southwest, holding forth 
for 9 days: This year the committee 
added a hunter division for the first 
time and this brought out two top 
conformation horses from California. 
Desert Fox, a good looking chestnut 
by Desert Son, owned and ridden bby 
Jimmy Williams, tied for top honors 
with the brown gelding, John Peel, 
owned by Marion Morgan and ridden 
by Pat Gray. 

Miss Suzanne Norton’s The Desert 
Fox and Miss Margaret Stewart’s 
Good News worked for 4 days to 
chalk up winning rounds for the 
jumper tri-color. During this time 
they jumped off against one another 
7 times. When the classes were over, 
The Desert Fox had gained the roset- 
te. 

Massachusetts has gotten off to a 
good start this year and everyone is 
pleased to see so many hunters show- 
ing. So far every show has been pack- 
ed with them—and good ones too. 
It’s the first sign of real competition 
they’ve seen in quite a while. School- 
ing shows are always a necessity and 
the New England Branch P. H. A. 
show was listed in this category. 
The hunter division was the strong- 
est and not only was there quantity, 
but also a great deal of quality. 

Millwoo@ Hunt continued its win- 
nings ways when Mrs. Gardiner 
Fiske’s Torry Pine was hunter cham- 
pion and Mrs. Henry S. Hall, Jr.’s 
Court Jester was reserve. Torry Pine 
counted among his winnings the blue 
in the p. H. A. working hunter class, 
a newly featured hunter event at all 
New England shows. 

Points did not decide the cham- 
pions at this show, this honor going 
to the winners of the stakes in the 
hunter and jumper divisions. Such a 
system is followed at many shows 
but there can be no getting away 
from the fact that a horse which has 
gone consistently in his other class- 
es, might not do well in the stakes 
event and thus lose the tri-color 
which should rightfully be his. 

Bring your horse and there is al- 
most a 100 per cent chance that 
there will be a class for him at the 
Portuguese Bend Riding Club Horse 
Show. This is one show which really 
goes all out to card a class for every 
type—they even include Tennessee 
Walking Horses. No championship 
awards are made but with everyone 
being able to show, no doubt such 
awards aren’t missed to any great 
extent. 

A group of hard working people 
continue to try to bring to the Wash- 
ington, D. C. area a top horse show 
every year. Of course, it is always 
a puzzle as to why the Capitol City 
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doesn’t have a yearly show of large 
dimensions but this didn’t work out 
in the past and credit should be given 
those persons who have brought 
about the Congressional Horse Show, 

The get of the German sire, *Nord- 
licht, always attract attention and 
Mrs. James C. Hamilton’s Nordame 
gained his attention by annexing the 
green hunter championship. This was 
a close decision as Mr. and Mrs. W. 
Haggin Perry’s 3-year-old Ripple Boy 
was just 1-2 a point behind him. 

It is always interesting to see a 
previous year’s champion return to a 
show so that his performances can 
be watched to see if he comes up to 
par. Owner-rider Hugh Wiley came 
back with last year’s conformation 
hunter champion, Blue Ridge, and 
when the show was over, the com- 
bination had made it two consecutive 
victories in the ranks. 

Junior riders certainly do not let 
any grass grow under their feet. A 
busy young miss at many shows is 
Miss Beverly Bryant. She got off to 
a good start for the season by win- 
ning the V. H. §. A. equitation medal 
and the A. §. P. Cc. A. event. Miss 
Toni Brewer, another of the promis- 
ing young riders, placed 2nd behind 
Beverly in poth events but her luck 
changed later on when her junior 
horse, Stinker, failed to take off 
over a chicken coop. Toni came a 
cropper and suffered a cracked col- 
lar bone. 

The Lockhart girls landed en 
masse at the Kimberton Hunt Horse 
Show and before the 4 youngsters 
left, they had added considerably to 
the array in their tackroom. Double 
Scotch, owned by William Babb, but 
always ridden and schooled by Miss 
March Lockhart, won the hunter tri- 
color. Miss Pat Lockhart on her own 
Valley Breeze won a second leg on 
the local hunter trophy and Miss 
Betsy Lockhart, the 12-year-old 
member, accounted for a ribbon on 
her 3-year-old filly. Miss Leslie Lock- 
hart, the smallest of the quartet, 
rode her grey pony Houdini to take 
a ribbon in the pony jumping event. 

One of the wettest days that ever 
occurred at a horse show was on May 
25 at the Rock Spring Show. Exhibi- 
tors, officials and horses struggled 
manfully to complete the remaining 
24 classes. A surprising thing was 
the large number of cars seen park- 
ed around the rail at 10 o’clock when 
the weather was probably at its 
worst. Richard Vreeland, manager 
of the show, spent the rest of the 
day pulling out mud bogged cars 
with his jeep. 

Fred Blum’s Prince River with 
Johnny Bell up, apparently didn’t 
mind the going as he narrowly nosed 
out Oakland Military Academy’s 
Jato, John Kanides up, for the jump- 
er tri-color. Johnny Bell brought out 
a new 4-year-old, Gray Buy, also 
owned by Mr. Blum. This mare, 
which jumps in the traditional Bell 
fashion, quietly and well mannered- 
ly, picked up several ribbons in the 
open ranks, 

There is nothing like a children’s 
hunter or jumper division to bring 
out many junior entries. A modified 
Olympic and two knock-down-and- 
out classes were offered for the 
young riders. In the horsemanship 
ranks, Miss Katharine Daly made a 
clean sweep, winning all 6 classes 
and the tri-color. 

The Wissahickon Valley Horse 
Show proved to be a schooling event 
for some of the horses which were 
going on to Bucks County. Miss Betty 
Jane Behney put in splendid rounds 
on her Blue Heather to garner the 
hunter tri-color ahead of Mrs. Sallie 
Jones Sexton’s Jolin P. 

A youngster who wins a great 
number of events in the Philadelphia 
area is Miss Margaret McGinn. She 
rode her chestnut pony, Penny, to 
win the hunter seat event, the Maclay 
and the Olympic jumping class. Right

Reynolds Town Wins Oldham County Hounds 
Event Over Timber With Former Owner Up

Bad weather has plagued the Ox- 
moor hunt meeting at Louisville, Ky. 
for most of its existence and this 
year’s running of a well-filled four 
race card was no exception. May 24 
was the day marking the 8th running 
of the featured Oxmoor ’chase and by 
noon the rain was coming down in 
intermittent showers and continued 
thus throughout the afternoon. 

The first field of horses to go to 
the post consisted of 7 non-winners of 
two races over brush to contest a 
2-mile brush event. It proved to be 
an easy victory for Mrs. Austin 
Brown’s Prairie Imp, which was 
handled by the owner’s husband, Mr. 
Austin Brown. Prairie Imp raced to 
the front immediately and under all 
the rating that Mr. Brown could put 
forth. the stocky son of Danton stay- 
ed on the front end all the way and 
had 15 lengths to spare at the wire. 
His nearest competition throughout 
was Harry Nichols’ Kardjar with Capt. 
Pat Furnival aboard. Kardjar made 
repeated runs at the winner and was 
turned back each time. 

The effort began to tell on Kardjar 
the last turn of the course and he 
slowly dropped back to hold Dr. John 
Youmans’ Convincing safe by a mar- 
gin of about 60 lengths at the wire. 
Convincing was handled by Dr. 
Pierre Lieux and had improved from 
5th at the half-way point to be 3rd 
ahead of Tom Johnson’s Snow Broom, 
W. D. Hail’s Hawthorne Lad and Bur- 
ford Danner’s Bit-Whip Comet, all 
thoroughly tired horses. Bit-Whip 
Comet showed no inclination toward 
jumping and refused the 3rd fence 
and the final fence but finally “got the 
course” due to Mr. Gerald Mayer’s 
persistence. The 7th horse was Bossy 
Joe, Mr. Charles Jelke up, which ran 
out at the 6th and called it a day. 

The Colonel Flat Race, a mile over 
the turf course, was next on the card 
with a field of 8 runners, only 7 of 
which took part when Brierless Rose 
was left at the post with Capt. Furni- 
val up. John Clippinger’s handsome 
Wide Wings, Mr. Charles Benzel, Jr. 
up, almost met the same fate by re- 
fusing to break with the field. He 
finally got off but was unable to make 
up the loss and finished 20 lengths 
behond the field. While these two 
horses were having their trouble, Mr. 


Austin Brown was showing the way 
into the first turn on H. M. Rhett’s 
Princess Bug, with the call at the 


quarter being Princess Bug, Open Bid, 
Cabot, Halevon Spain, the winner 
Gourmet, Blowgo and the late-start- 
ing Wide Wings, all very closely 
bunched with the exception of the 
latter. 

At the turn Princess Bug drifted 
out and Gourmet, ridden by Mr. 
Haggard, slipped through the inside 
and got to the front down the back- 
side. Princess Bug came on again 
and again took command at the three- 
quarter point by a head over the 
Winner but then drifted out at the 
final turn. Here Gourmet again took 
advantage of the inside and held it to 
the wire over Princess Bug by a half 
length in a driving finish. Cabot, 
Which had improved from 5th on the 
backside with Mr. Gene Harris 3rd 
up, held off Open Bid for 3rd, a 
length behind Princess Bug. Halcyon 
Spain, Blowgo and Wide Wings, in 
that order, made up the finish. 

The Oldham County Hounds Hunt- 
er Race came next, with the original 
field of 10 cut down to 6 because of 
Scratches. Lowry Watkins, who to- 
gether with Mrs. Watkins, has been 
the guiding light of the Oxmoor meet- 
‘Ing since the first, had recently pur- 
chased from Sidney Culver the useful 
horse Reynolds Town. With Mr. Cul- 
ver up, Reynolds Town won this 3- 
mile timber event with ease, going to 
the front after the 4th fence and stay- 
Ing there the remainder of the way. 
Calvin Houghland’s Gallant Wind, 
With Major Jonathan Burton aboard 
Was the nearest competition, never 
More than 6 lengths behind the 
Winner, until the 2nd fence from 
home, where she began tiring and 
fave way to Mr. Thomas Rankin and 
Shalimar. The latter pair had gotten 
off slowly but had gradually improv- 
fd thorughout the 3 miles to take

over the 2nd spot and hold it safe by 
18 lengths when Gallant Wind’s ef- 
fort in holding onto Reynolds Town 
took its toll. The 4th horse to finish 
was John Clippinger’s Elenad with 
Mr. Howard Tilson up. Elenad had 
found the pace a little too fast and 
had never been able to come into con- 
tention. Behind her came _ owner- 
rider Mr. Robert Keeker on Boy 
Scout, which had carried the field for 
the first three fences and then slowly 
dropped out of it. The other starter 
was Ginny Bug, coming off a good 
win over timber at The Iroquois two 
weeks previously. However, the little 
chestnut mare showed none of her 
past form and having jumped 6 fences 
badly, she finally came down hard at 
the 7th with Mr. C. Jelke. 


The featured Oxmoor Steeplechase, 
at about 212 miles over brush, brought 
9 horses out in the post parade, with 
The Iroquois winner, Jarrin John, 
slightly favored to win. However, 


Capt. Pat Furnival and Storm On had 
different ideas along this line and 
when it was over had evened up the 
score for their last two outings, one 
of which had been a winning effort 
at Tryon only to be disqualified for 
flag cutting and the other a fall at 
Nashville. 

Storm On was away first at the 
drop of the flag and then came *Moot 
(Mr. Gerald Helder), Foxy Poise (Mr. 
Austin Brown), Tagnall (Mr. C. Ben- 
zel, Jr.), Hi Team (Mr. Bobby Wilson), 
Jarrin John (Mr. C. Jelke), Page 
County (Mr. H. Tilson), the other half 
of the Youmans’ winning entry Storm 
Hour (Mr. A. D. Plamondon 3rd) and 
Bannock Laddie (Maj. Jonathan Bur- 
ton). At the 3rd fence Page County 
had assumed command in his usual 
front-running manner and was a 
length to the good of Bannock Laddie, 
with the winning Storm On in 3rd 
spot, a length to the good of Tagnall. 
*Moot, Storm Hour, Foxy Poise and 
Jarrin John followed and Hi Team 
lost Mr. Wilson at this fence while 
running 4th, cutting the field down 
to eight. 

At the 7th brush Page County was 
still holding onto the front end, Storm 
On had improved from 3rd to 2nd 
followed by Bannock Laddie, which 
had 10 lengths advantage of the im- 
proving Storm Hour. Tagnall had 
dropped to last and Foxy Poise was 
still next to last.

Approaching the 9th, Storm On as- 
sumed the lead without effort and 
was showing the way by 2 lengths to 
his full brother Storm Hour with the 
field strung out behind as follows: 
Jarrin John, which was in a drive and 
had improved to 3rd, *Moot, running 
evenly but apparently lacking foot, 
Foxy Poise, driving and closing slow- 
ly, Tagnall, Page County and Ban- 
nock Laddie, all tiring. 

At the 11th the order was the same, 
with Storm On landing over the 11th 
and final a length ahead of Storm 
Hour, which advantage had increased 
to 3 at the wire. It again looked like 
a “1-2” for the good John Youman’s 
pair but when the field returned to 
scales, it developed that there had 
been considerable flag cutting and 
Storm Hour was disqualified from the 
2nd spot. Jarrin John had gotten up 
to 3rd at the finish and was declared 
the place horse. *Moot had come to 
4th at the wire but was disqualified, 
making Foxy Poise, which had finish- 
ed behind her, the show winner. 
Bannock Laddie followed but was dis- 
qualified and then came Tagnall and 
Page County, which was ‘also dis- 
qualified. 

A ladies’ flat race had been carded 
but did not fill sufficiently and was 
scratched. However, there were in 
addition to the four main races two 
dashes on the flat for children. The

Mr. Philipps Hunter 
In An Ugly Mood By 


Francis Sartorius 





The picture on the cover of The 
Chronicle this week was loaned us 
from the private collection of Dr. W. 
Philipp and is painted by the early 
18th century British artist, Francis 
Sartorius. The comical aspect of 
this brown hunter of a gentlemen 
from Sussex makes one wonder first 
what sort of a man his owner Mr. 
Thomas Philipps was to have such 
a picture painted of his horse and 
secondly what kind of a man the 
painter himself was. 

There have been many thousand 
of pictures painted of individual 
horses and usually they are consider- 
ably embellished by the artist’s and 
the owner’s desire to give a pleas- 
ing effect. Here we have a picture 
of a hunter, doubtless a favorite one 
of Mr. Philipps, else why would he 
have been painted, yet a stranger 
looking picture could scarcely be 
devised. Did the horse always carry 
his ears back, in which case he must 
undoubtedly have been a phenome- 
non? Perhaps he was just an un- 
usually bad tempered individual 
whose owner felt his temper should 
be recorded for posterity. 

Maybe this brown individual did 
not like having his picture painted 
and sowed his mistrust of the whole 
idea by laying back his ears and 
eyeing the artist with a suspicious 
gleam all of which the artist has 
happily conveyed in his picture. One 
thing is sure the artist or the owner 
had a sense of humor or a more than 
meticulous desire for accuracy. Tak- 
ing a look for a moment at the ar- 
tist, we find he was born in the early 
part of the century, was a man of 
little education but of many wives. 
Francis Sartorius was married 5 
times and succeeded in outliving 
them all. He certainly has painted a 
picture here that is not according to 
routine for it is unusual for its ugli- 
ness. This could not all be contri- 
buted to early 18th century naivite. 
The horse has a good head and neck,

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THE CHRONICLE 


International Shows 
As Preparation For 
Olympic Games

Two large international shows 
were held in Europe recently. Seven 
nations with 33 riders and 59 horses 
competed in Nice, France. The best 
team was the French who amassed 
111 points, followed by Spain (95 
1-2), Chile (65 1-2) and Portugal 
(65). The best individual rider was 
Cdt. Garcia Cruz (Spain) with the 
two horses Quorum and Quoniam. 
The Prix des Nations was won by 
France (4 1-2). Second was the 
Spanish team (24), 3rd _ Ireland 
(32), 4th Chile (36 1-2) and last, 
Portugal (64). 

The show in Rome was of more 
than usual interest since for the first 
time since World War II a German 
civilian team participated in an in- 
ternational show. Their showing 
however, did not come up to expec- 
tations. The horses were not used 
to the terrific obstacles which they 
encountered in Rome and also their 
speed was not fast enough. Both 
these facts apparently caused two 
bad falls. Mr. Momm fell with Flora 
on the first day and the horse had 
to be destroyed. In the Prix des 
Nations, Nasso, under Mr. Eppelshei- 
mer, came down and left. the ring 
lame. The German team did not 
compete to the end in the most dif- 
ficult Prix des Nations but withdrew 
after the first round since they con- 
sidered their further participation in 
that event hopeless. 

Eleven nations competed in the 
Prix des Nations and the result was 
as follows: The winner was the Ital- 
ian team with 8 faults. The run- 
ner up was the French team with 15 
faults. Third was the Spanish rid- 
ers (20), 4th Mexico (20 1-2), fol- 
lowed by Ireland, Argentina, Chile 
Switzerland and Belguim. England 
was not represented at this show. 








The definite participants at the 
equestrian events in the Olympic 
Games in Helsinki are the following 
nations. Spain, Brazil, Portugal, 
Roumania, Turkey, South Africa, 
Ireland, Holland, Chile, Argentina, 
Norway, Italy, France, Denmark, 
Canada, England, United States, Bel- 
gium, Bulgaria, Switzerland and 
Sweden. In addition the following 
nations will probably participate: 
Germany, Mexico, Russia, Hungary, 
Finland, Japan and Czechoslovakia. 
Some of these teams will, however, 
only take part in certain events, like 
Canada which has entered only for 
the Three Day Event, 

Switzerland had her first elimina- 
tion trial for the Olympic Games, 
It was held at the Military Riding 
Institute in Bern. Both horses and 
riders for the jumping event and for 
the dressage events were shown, 


Several ladies will ride in the dres- 
sage tests in Helsinki. Besides Miss 
Marjorie Haines of the U. S., Miss 
von Nagel will most probably parti- 
cipate for Germany. More entries by 
ladies are expected. 


The French and English armies of 
occupation in Germany will have 
their own shows with international 
participation. The French show will 
be held in Coblenz and the English 
show in Bad Lippspringe. Both shows 
will have team competitions in which 
members from different nations may 
form a team. This is similar to the 
“International Goodwill Competi- 
tion’? which was held at the last in- 
terational show in Monterrey, Mexi- 
co. 

For the international show in 
White City, Eng., which will be held 
after the events in Helsinki, the fol- 
lowing teams have accepted the in- 
vitations extended: United States, 
Chile and Mexico, while from Europe 
will be Ireland, France and Spain. 
Additions as well as withdrawals 
are still possible since some of these 
acceptances are ‘conditional’ for 
the time being.
